To the Inhabitants of the Town of Thornton in 
the County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Consolidat- 
ed School Building in said Thornton on Tuesday, the 
18th day of March next, at 4:00 o’clock in the after- 
noon, at which time the polls shall be opened and shall 
close not earlier than ten o’clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the following article one; all articles ex- 
cept article one will be considered at 7:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 


1. To choose a town clerk, a town treasurer, a 
collector of taxes, one selectman for three years, one 
auditor for two years, one auditor for one year, one 
trustee of trust funds for three years, one library 
trustee for three years, one road agent, a superinten- 
dent of cemeteries, and two police for the ensuing 
year. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


3. To see if a discount will be allowed on property 
taxes paid before a certain date to be later set by the 
Selectmen. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to sell Town Pro- 
perty taken on tax title. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100 given in trust for the perpetual care of the 
Carl Lyford cemetery lot. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to relinquish any 
rights in the old Town Meeting House to the owners 
of the land. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to lease or pur- 
chase a site for the Town Shed and other town oper- 
ations, and authorize the Selectmen to borrow a sum 
not to exceed $2000 to carry out this purpose. 


8. To consider the Budget item by item, as post- 
ed, and to raise and appropriate money to satisfy the 
same. 


9. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting.

8 -- received triple shots of whooping cough, tetanus 
and diphtheria. 


Home visits were made by the State Public Health 
Nurse to infants, pre-schools and adults for counseling 
and assistance with health problems.

After several years of using brush kill on the 
roadside, we felt it was unnecessary to spray the en- 
tire area. 


However, the cost remained very nearly the same, 
since evergreens received a double strength spray to 
insure control. 


Two loads of asphalt were purchased at a cost of 
$458.19, and used for patching. 


Each year the patching of paved roads becomes 
more of a problem. By rebuilding some sections of 
road, maintenance costs could be reduced considerably. 
It has been suggested by the State secondary roads 
engineer that the section from the culvert by the 
Marjorie Uhlman farm to John Rivers home be re- 
built. This section is now eligible for Town Road Aid. 


This year after investigation by the Selectmen 
and the approval by the State, a portion of the TRA 
money was spent on the Gore road. It was the opinion 
of the engineer and the Board that rebuilding was not 
necessary. 


The needed work on shoulders and ditches was 
done by our Road Agent, John Rivers.

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THE SELECTMEN’S JOB 


Selectmen are required to function as a Board. 
They must familiarize themselves with all the pro- 
perty in town, and acquaint themselves with the Laws 
governing towns. They must study the principles 
governing appraisals and taxation. The specific duties 
of the Board are: 

(1.) Appraising cattle, real estate and timber 

severance. 

(2.) Listing Polls, Dogs and Property Taxes, and 
preparing the Tax Warrants. 

(3.) Preparing the Budget, the Warrant, and the 
Town Report. 

A Selectman’s duties can come at almost any 
time, and in almost any part of town, but most of the 
“‘Genera) Duties” of the Office are taken care of by 
regular monthly meetings at the Town House. This 
is the place to take care of Road Problems, Bounties, 
Abatements, Veterans’ Exemptions, Bonds, Permits, 
Insurance, Welfare, Civil Defense, Forestry Coop- 
eration, Internal Revenue records, Tax Commission 
instructions, Making Payment Vouchers, answering 
mail and settling accounts, not to mention the time 
honored privilege of receiving complaints. 

One part of the Office of Selectmen can be sum- 
med up as “office work”. This is as follows: 

(1.) Mailing out the Inventory Blanks, Copying 

the Blotter Book, Entering the Vouchers, 
Adding and Closing the Books and having 
an Audit. 

(2.) Preparing the Summary Inventory, Figur- 
ing the Timber Tax Reimbursement, Pre- 
paring the Statement of Appropriations and 
Taxes Assessed and Obtaining Tax Com- 
mission Approval. 

(3.) Severance Tax Records, Preparing the Finan- 
cial Report, Assembling the materia! for 
the Annual Report, having it printed and 
mailing it out. 

This “Office Work” could be done by a clerk! 

A well organized Board of Selectmen means a 

well organized town.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


For the first time, this year we are operating in 
the new school with four teachers. We had hoped that 
it might be possible to secure a man for the position 
but for one reason or another the several we inter- 
viewed decided not to come and Mrs. Ida Kelly from 
Rumney accepted the position. She has worked out 
very well and I have heard nothing but good reports 
from children and parents. It has helped a good deal 
having only two grades to each teacher. As long as 
the numbers are not too great, one teacher can handle 
a double grade room very nicely. Otherwise, our teach- 
ing staff has remained the same with Mrs. Dearborn 
teaching grades One and Two; Mrs. Benton Three and 
Four; Mrs. Kelly Five and Six; and Mrs. Hartwell 
Seven and Eight. Our program has not changed from 
other years but we have added some _ intermediate 
grade Social Studies books and workbooks. I foresee 
no major textbook changes in the near future. Our 
testing program remains unchanged also with 
Achievement Batteries given in the Fall and Spring, 
Reading Readiness to all First graders at the begin- 
ning of the year and Mental Ability tests to the First, 
Third. Fifth and Seventh grades at the half year. 
Generally speaking, we have enough materials and 
equipment and your children are receiving, in my opin- 
ion, a good education. At some future date I would like 
to have our Seventh and Eighth Grade be given the 
opportunity of attendance in an accredited Junior High 
School but I will speak to this point at a later date. 


The auditorium as a classroom has worked out 
better than we had expected and although it is great-. 
ly missed as an assembly room and for other school 
activities such as audio visual, music and extra curri-- 
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cular activities, it does make a fairly good classroom. 
I appreciate very much the money you were willing to 
raise to equip this room and I have tried to use it 
wisely. 


I had thought we might have difficulty in run- 
ning the lunch program under a situation where this 
room would not be available but here again the situa- 
tion has worked out better than was anticipated and 
in some respects there has been improvement. 


During the past few months there have been two 
necessary expenses at school which were not antici- 
pated when the last budget was made and we there- 
fore may end up the year with a deficiency. The back 
section of the boiler developed a bad leak and had to 
be replaced and it was deemed wise and necessary to 
install water softening equipment to the water system. 
At the present time, we are trying to see if the boiler 
people will bear some of the expenses on the boiler 
and without the water softener, it was found we 
needed to replace the tankless hot water heater every 
two or three years at a cost of several hundred dol- 
lars. In my opinion and that of the Board, both of 
these things needed to be done. 


I would like to call it to your attention that your 
school board as well as several others from the sur- 
rounding area have met on two or three occasions in 
Plymouth to discuss the possibilities of a Regional 
high school in this area. Your School Board has con- 
scientiously attended these meetings to gather infor- 
mation and in all probability at the next school dis- 
trict meeting will ask for a committee of citizens to 
work with them to make a wise recommendation to 
the district as to what course to follow. The advan- 
tages to the district of becoming part of such a program 
I think would be tremendous. Plymouth High School, 
at the present time, can make over no more class- 
rooms to accommodate an increased enrollment and to 
remain in the present quarters will mean that in a 
period of a few years, some tuition pupils will have 
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to be turned away. On the other hand, if a Coopera-. 
tive or Regional school is formed, the surrounding 
towns who do not become a part of it cannot expect 
those towns who do to build facilities for them. This 
problem requires some serious thinking on a local 
level to decide which action is best to take. From the 
experience in other communities, I think it would ini- 
tially cost the district more to be part of such a pro- 
ject but not to too great a degree and at the same 
time the district would have part ownership in the 
school and a voice in its organization and administra- 
tion. Also, wherever these schools have operated, the 
trend has generally been that over a period of years, 
costs have tended to be no more than what they would 
have been under a straight tuition program. 


I am very sure that there will be more talk about 
this as the year goes on and I would be very happy to 
furnish any information or advice I may have con- 
cerning your school problems. Please do not hesitate 
to call me on matters concerning schools or education.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the super- 
intendent of schools as per the following quotation: 
“Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory union 
shall annually prepare a report showing the total sal- 
ary paid to the superintendent, which report shall 
show in detail the amount derived from the per 
capita tax and the amount paid directly by each school 
district in the union.” 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is 
prorated among the several school districts of the 
union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership in 
the school for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 
48 during 1960-1961 received a salary of $8,050 which 
was made up as follows: $3,750 paid from the per 
capita tax and $4,300 prorated among the several 
school districts. Allowance of $1,200. for travel within 
the union was also prorated as stated above. 


The table shows the portion of salary and travel 
charged to each school district.

We 
are serving 100% of school enrollment the hot lunches. 
This shows how much the parents and the children ap- 
preciate this program. Serving the lunches in the 
classrooms has worked out very nicely.

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THE MUSIC PROGRAM IN THORNTON 


Activities in music for the lower grades have in- 
cluded singing of rote songs and simple reading songs, 
observing whole, half, quarter and eighth notes and 
corresponding rests. Emphasis has been placed on tone 
quality in all singing. Singing games and rhythmic 
movement such as walking, running, skipping and 
jumping provide physical activity and development of 
muscular coordination while listening to music of 
many composers. Quiet listening and the playing of 
rhythm instruments have also been an important part 
of our music program. New music books in grades one 
and two have been a great help in developing interest 
and understanding of music. 


Since September 1961, we have missed the “all- 
purpose” room which is now being used as a classroom.

Upper grades have been singing unison and part. 
songs using the autoharp and melody bells for ac- 
companiment as well as rhythm instruments. Listen- 
ing skills have improved through the use of the record 
player purchased last year. High fidelity sound re- 
production gives children a much more realistic im- 
pression of instruments and tone quality.
